CERTIFICATE OF ENROLLMENT 


All of us have sung the old hym "When 
the Roll is Called up Yonder I'll be There." 
When the roll is called of local BYF groups 
will your groups be there? 


During the past year more than 1,000 
young people have been recruited and given 
orientation, then sent out as Disciplers to 
visit local churches. One of their primary 
responsibilities was to secure information 
from the local youth group concerning the 
type of program it preferred, how many young 
people it had and of what ages, whether or 
not the BYF materials were suitable to their 
young people, and other important bits of 
information, These Disciplers recorded the 
data on report forms and sent them in to the 
national office. The information hasalready 
proved valuable in helping to shape a na- 
tional program which is practical and useful 
in the local church. 


The Disciplers announced that it is now 
possible to enroll nationally as a recog- 
nized BYF and receive a beautiful Certifi- 
cate of Enrollment which might be framed and 
hung “upon the youth room wall. Many groups 
have already requested certificates and they 
are being sent out by the national office. 


What is the value of having the BYF en- 
roll nationally? The answer might be 4-fold. 


1. By enrolling nationally in the BYF, 
the national office receives a report blank 
showing status of youth work in your church, 
your primary needs, wishes, etc. Therefore 
by enrolling nationally each local youth 
group has an opportunity to help shape the 
national program. 


2. If you are enrolled in the national 
office, they may contact you from time to 
time with latest up-to-date information 
which would be stale if you waited until the 
news appeared in one of our magazines. 


5. Young people would be challenged by 
looking at this reminder that they are not 
alone but that they are a part of a great 
national fellowship of young people, all of 
whom are working together fora common cause.

Books should be read; everyone 
that. But everyone also imows how many 
worthwhile books gather dust on the shelves 
waiting for the reader to find the time. 
Many of them go umread because time does not 
wait for good intentions. The selection 
this month is a book written specifically 
for parents, but one which will greatly in- 
crease the effectiveness of the church 
school teacher or youth leader. 


Why not try this? Call a meeting of 
parents! Perhaps you have wanted to get the 
parents of your teen-agers together anyway 
to solicit their help in what you are trying 
to do for their young people. Present 
a review of "Living with Teeners" by Grace 
Sloan Overton. Then conduct a forum and in- 
vite the parents to discuss. You will find 
they have common problems and many of the 
problems will disappear when the cause is 
brought to light. Here is a glimpse of: 


LIVING WITH TEENERS 
by Grace Sloan Overton 

Published by Broadman Press $1.25 
Take a look into the home of an early 
teen ager. You'll probably find some prob- 
lems. You'll find 12-year-old Mary sassing 
her mother who is getting very upset about 
it. Youtll find 14-year-old Junior refusing 
to be treated like a child and his father 
making certain threats because he is "too 
big for his breeches." ‘These tensions which 
develop between parents and their children, 
may become serious problems. Certainly they 


will affect the attitudes of the young 
people in other things which they do. 
The author says that these problems 


need not exist if parents try to understand 
the reasons for them. She pleads that par- 
ents be mature, levelheaded, sound, settled, 
understanding, sympathetic and completely 
adult. "The teen-ager is a discoverer," she 
says. "He is discovering his own growing 
personality and his own enlarging world of 
persons and things. But more than that, he 
is discovering the real stuff of which his 
parents are made." This book will be useful 
in helping parents measure up to their chil- 
dren's expectations. 
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The early teeners will grow older 
will outgrow some of their problems, 
they will grow into different ones. Parents 
must be able to grow along with their chi 
dren. The author cites examples of how wise 
parents dealt with the problems of teen 
falling too seriously in love, of the girl 
who lost confidence in herself, of the bo} 
who felt lonely and dejected. "Mi d-teeners 
are in the process of getting ready for mam 
things," says the author, “and parents must 
be stablilizers during this period." ‘
